Attempted to Barn Y. M. C. A. 
Saturday night about 
8 o ’clock 
a 
fire alarm was turned in from the cc; 
loge, and both o f 
the 
departments 
made record runs to the institution. 
It d ev elo p ed th a t fire had been d is­ 
covered in th e fuel room in th e b ase­ 
m en t o-f th e Y. M. 
C. 
A. 
b u ild in g, 
w here som e k in d lin g bad been p la c ­ 
ed. 
The fire was 
extinguished 
before 
much damage was done, and immedi­ 
ately following this President Clyce, 
joined by members of the faculty and 
students of the college, commenced a 
thorough 
investigation of the 
affair. 
Young Bustard had acted in a very. 
auspicious manner, having 
-left 
the 
basement a few moments previous to 
the discovery of the fire and as soon 
as the alarm was turned in he w en t 
to his room and locked him self in. He 
w as finally secu red , and in a co n v er- 
isatioh w ith P resident C lyce co n fessed 
to the deed, and then broke dow n and 
confessed to burning the adm inistra­ 
tion building.

who placed him In the city jaiL Be­ 
fore noon. Sunday, however, he was 
turned over to the county authorities 
and Sheriff Lee Simm ons placed him 
in the county jail.
